1. This action is in response to communication filed on 12/12/2004. Claims 1 - 31 
were received for reconsideration. No Claims were cancelled. New Claims 22 - 31 were 
added. Claims 1 - 31 are currently being considered. 



Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 10/18/2004, with respect to the 
rejection(s)of claim(s) 1-17 and 19-21 under Balogh (Publication number US 
2001/0023446) and Claim 18 under Slovin (U.S. Patent Number 6,144,855) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further examination, the pending Claims 1 - 31 have been determined 
to be subject to a restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. 121 as given below. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1 - 15, 22 - 31 are drawn to creating a plurality of network profiles 
classified in class 709, subclass 225 i.e. computer network access 
regulating: subject matter comprising means or steps for controlling which of the 
plural computers may transfer data via the communication media. 
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II. Claims 16-21 , are drawn to a network adapter specifying service 
parameters classified class 455, subclass 432 i.e., roaming, system format 
conversion and Service profile: subject matter wherein mobile station 
operates in a cellular system wherein systems allow for conversion or translation 
of protocols or formatting and transferring a feature service. 

4, Inventions I, and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as an apparatus and system for encrypting data using column key or row key with in a 
database management system, classified in a different Class/Subclass, Invention II has 
separate utility such as an encrypted system using a vector generation unit, classified in 
a different Class/Subclass. See MPEP 806.05(d). 

1 . The inventions are distinct, each from the other, because of the following 
reasons: 

(a) These inventions have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their 
different classifications. 

(b) The search required for each Group is different and not co-extensive for 
examination purposes. 
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For example, the searches for the two inventions would not be co-extensive 
because these Groups would require different searches on PTO's classification class 
and subclass as following: 

The Group I search (claims 1-16) would require use of search class 709, 
subclass 225 (not require for the inventions II). 

The Group II search (claims 17-29) would require use of search class 455, 
subclass 432 (not require for the inventions I). 

For the reasons given above restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

2. Application is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
